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The  field  of  public  health  has  room  for  a  wide  variety 
of  people  and  many  points  of  view.  This  year  we  have  all  had 
a  chance  to  exchange  ideas  with  people  of  different  ages, 
professions  and  nationalities.  We  have  dicussed  a  wide 
range  of  topics.  These  included  not  only  infectious  diseases 
which  continue  to  be  the  major  health  problem  in  most  of  the 
world  but  NEWER  concerns  such  as  accident  prevention, 
chronic  disease  and  mental  health.  Teaching  and  discussion 
throughout  the  year  have  demonstrated  to  all  of  us  that  new 
and  untried  patterns  must  be  combined  with  well  established 
and  proved  methods  in  Public  Health. 

While  most  of  us  can  not  precisely  express  the  changes 
that  have  occured,  we  all  leave  the  Harvard  School  of  Public 
Health  different  than  on  arrival.  Undoubtedly  we  will  continue 
to  note  the  lasting  effect  of  this  year  on  our  beliefs,  our 
point  of  view  and  our  actions,  not  only  as  professional 
workers  but  also  as  human  beings. 

Public  Health  workers  do  not  live  and  work  in  isolation. 
Certainly  the  relationships  with  our  fellow  students  have  been 
enriching  in  many  ways.  We  regret  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  include  the  faculty  and  staff  in  this  book;  their  impact  on  us 
far  transcends  formal  instruction  and  routine  administration. 

The  year  has  been  a  full  one  -  at  times  too  full  for 
immediate  absorption;  this  book  should  help  us  to  more 
completely  assimilate  the  whole  experience,  each  in  his  own 
fashion.
